RAIDING PAST THE DARDANELLES 


Submanties War 


On The Turk © 


Took Heavy - 


Toll Of War 


~And Troop Ships: 


FTER the destruction ‘of ‘the 
submarine E16 in the 
Dardanelles in. April, aut no 
further attempt’ was made for a 


few days to achicve that which]: 


failure had mhde to seem even 
more formidable than before. 
ut on April 25, the day of the 
great Gallipoli landing, the Aus- 
tralian “submarine A.E 2, com- 
manded by Lt.-Cmdr. H. H. G. 
Stoker, R.N., gallantly set out 
on the same ‘perilous enterpriae, 

Starting before daybreak, as 
thad been done before, Stoker 
successfully made his way up, 
under,*or through tho minefields 
and through the Narrows. 

What must his feelings have 
been when on putting up a peri- 
scope he observed that the Nar- 
rows actually Iny behind him. He 
was through! 

But. even as he looked a Tur- 
kish: gunboat came into view, pb- 
viously on patrol.’ It was an op- 
portunity not to be missed for the 
sooner the Turks.'became aware 
of their ‘danger the better, 

Getting Busy, : 

He stalked her with care, and 
inn few minutes his torpedo 
found. its mark, and the sinking 
gunboat duly notified the Turks 
that the war had been carried in- 
to the’ Marmora. That evening, 
as soon as he could rench a post- 
tion of stifficient isolation, he re- 
ported his success by wireless to 
the Vice-Admiral, 

The moment was appropriate, 
for at the Anzac landing near 
Gaba Tepe things were going far 
from well. Gen, Birdwood,’ who 
commahded this landing,' had 
felt bound to write to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to ‘express his 


doubt whether his crippled and! 


exhausted force could hold on 
for another day under conditions 
similar to those on the day of 
landing. 

At the moment when Gen. Tan 
Hamilton was’ Weighing this 
news, having to decide whether to 
order the Anzacs to hold on in 
spite of thelr apprehensions or 
to authorise the terrible alterna- 
tive of evacuation, came intelli- 
gence of the success of the Aus- 
tralian submarine. 

We know now that the Anzacs, 
encouraged by their General’s. ap- 
peal and. by. the news of the Aus- 
tralian submarine’s exploit, held 
out brilliantly and consolidated 
thefr position. 

Target For Forts. 

“Le Cmdr, E. C. Boyle, in E 14, 
also succeeded in making the pas- 
sage. He had adopted — slightly 
different tactics. On- reaching 
the Narrows he had preferred to 
face the enemy guns by running 
on the’ surface to the alternatives 
of grounding or hitting a mine. 

So with the conning tower show- 
ing as much as to say, like the 
conjurer, “Gentlemen, there {s 
no conccalment,” . he ran past 
Chanak at some 15 knots, offer- 
Ing himself os a target for all the 
forts. But he was lucky, and was 
not hit once, and os the Straits 
opened out agatn, dnce the Nar- 
rows were passed, Boyle diyed 
once more, perceiving ahead a 
meee of craft, evidently on pa- 
tro 

Following Stoker's precedent, 
he desired to leave his card with- 
out unnecessary delay, 50 he se- 
lected from the patrol a nice- 
looking torpedo-gunbont and pro- 
ceeded to attnck her, 

He fired his torpedo, and, wat- 


ching, the eeault disouan his sac 
scope, had the. satisfaction of 
secing an immense column of 
water shoot up from his target. 

Passing tho town of Gallipoli, 


‘the procedded {o cruise in « tho 


opening of the Straits of that 
name, but here he was subjected 
to such an unremitting chase by 
destroyers, torpedo bonts, and 
other craft that for three days 
and nighta he had the greatest 
difficulty in remaining on the sur- 
face long enough to ‘perform’ the 
all-important . function of re. 
charging his battertes. : 

At last ho got clear. But his 
rest was brief, for very soon bo 
sighted smoke approaching from 
the eastward, 

He . dived and took stock 
through his periscope, and before 
very long he was able to make 
out that the enemy consisted of 
two transports escorted by threo 
destroyers. He folt the shock of 
an explosion, which told him that 
his torpedo had got home, but it 
wos half an hour before he 
thought it anfe to show himself 
and reconnoitre the situntion.: 

‘When he did so, the destroyers 
were escorting one tranaport on- 
ly, the other in dire straits and 
with clouds. of yellow smoke pour- 
ing from her was making for 
the shore, in the hope of beaching 
herself before she sank. 

That night Boyle met Stoker 
in AE, 2. Stoker had a tale of ill 
luck to tell. .He had had several 
hopeful shots, including more 
than one at Turkish ‘battleships, 
but ol] had failed, owing to his 
torpedoes running too deep, and 
of these he now had only one left. 

Stoker’s Ship Sunk. 

On parting, they arranged for 

a similar rendezvous on the next 


night." But it was not to be, for] . 


Boyle's attack had brought the 
hunting flotilla down upon ‘them 
once more. On April 80, in the 
vicinity of Marmora — Island, 
Stoker's submarine, AE2, was 
caught on the surface by the des- 
troyer Sultan Hissar and sunk 
after a fight Insting two hours, 
the crew being saved and taken 
prisoners. 

., Boyle, however, did great da-| 
mage during his’ 20 days in Tur- 
kish waters. °.

may be so, But a study of his 
article . affords, I confess, even 
less encouragement, than the de- 
bate itself. 

He dismisses expenditure on 
public works, with o ‘saving 
qualification for housing and 
slum clearance, as incapable of 
making any real impression on 
the situation. Mr. Lloyd George's 
land settlement: proposals ara 
brished aside on the irrelevant 
ground that unemployment {a 
even higher in some countriea 
which have a large population of 
small holders. 

One main cause of unemploy- 
ment, in his view—namely, ra- 
tionalisation—he accepts as ine- 
vitable, without suggesting a re- 
medy. The other apparently is 
“the obsession of economic na- 
tionaliam,” and when it comes to 
that he docs not think the World 
Conference “is likely to do much, 
if anything, to bring about a 
quick restoration of world trade” 
in face of that obsession. So 
there we are! 

Prosperity Is Possible. 

I confess I have no use for all 
this defeatism. I entirely deny 
that. the problem is, as Lord 
Snowden says, “beyond the pow. 
er of any National Government, 
I refuse to admit that ‘we have 
to sit “down and face the pros 
pect of years and years of heavy 
unemployment ahead of us, or 
that great groups of our popula- 


- |tion can never find work in their 


homes again. I believe, on the 
contrary, that, given the right 
policy, boldly, awiftly and consis- 
tently carried out, we can be 
more prosperous than we have 
ever been before—and soon. The

For. nearly ten years before the 
world depression we were su(fer- 
ing from acute and continuous un+ 
iemaloyment, affecting: between 

1,000,000 and 2,000,000 workers, 
while the world as a whole Was 
prosperous, 

Lost Opportunity. 

We were failing to hold our 
own in markets abroad and in our 
own market at home. That was 
our own-specifie problem, due to 
the absurd attempt to support a 
high standard of wages and of 
social and national. expenditure 
under a system which encourag- 
ed the unlimited free entry into 
thia country of goods made by 
lower paid workers and: making 
no contribution to. our burden of 
taxation. That same system for- 
bade our taking advantage of the 
immense opportunities for trade 
and development which “had been 
offered to us for over. a genera- 
tion by our fellow citizens over- 
seas. 

We have now, at long last, 
changed all that, in spite of the 
bitter apposition. of Lord Snow- 
den and his fellow free traders. 
We are already feeling the ef- 
fects‘of the change. Under nor- 
mal conditions we should already 
be doing far better than we did 
before 1930, and, indeed, better 
than others were " doing then, As 
it is, while’ we were faring worse 
than all our competitors up to 
this year, we are now faring decid- 
edly ‘better than. they are, as

The Report went on to declare 
that “to allow prices to be stabi- 


lised at their present level (they|* © 


have fallen heavily since thon) 
would be a serious disaster for all 
countriga of the world alike; and 
the avoidanco of such an -event

What have we -done to carry 
out that urgent and authoritative 
recommendation? A year ago 
we were driven off thé gold stan- 
dard. . From that moment we are 
perfectly free to-fix any price 
level .we wished_for ourselves, 
once we had our Budget. situation 
and our balance of trade reason: 
ably under control, More than 
that, we -were accompanied, in 
going off the gold standard, by 
almost the whole British Empire, 
by Scandinavia, the Argentine 
and other ccuntries. These coun- 
tries between them supply 80 
large a proportion of our’ total 
requirements of foodstuffs and 
raw materials os to render us {m- 
mune against the consequences 
that night otherwise have’ befal- 
len a country so largely. depen- 
dent on’ imports, 

The trouble is that those whose 
influence still dominates our 
monetary policy cannot, even yet, 
realise that we are froe of ‘an out- 
side standard and can do what we 
want, %

HONG KONG AND THE 


The Season's Greetings, 


HIRISTMAS is in our midst 
once more, not the first in 
Hong Kong for many of us but for 
some tho experience isa novel one. 
Christmas in the Far East, Christ- 
mas In.the tropics on an island 
where snow has never been known 
to fall. And yet, though the frost 
tnd snow of our home iand are 
missing, tough our native holly and 
mistletoe are absent, even hero in 
Hong Kong the hillsides clothe 
themselves with bright colours the 
shrubs doing their best with varied 
hue of leaf and berry to stimulate 
that feellng of peace and goodwill 
go intimately connected with Christ- 
mas. : 

‘Mistletoe can be obtained in focal 
shops but that which {s sold {s not 
a local product being imported from 
the north.  Mistlotoc docs grow 
wild locally but is not common; on 
Lan t'au {sland I remember once 
seoing some pomelo ‘trees heavily 
parasitised with tho local mistiotoe, 
Viscum japonicum. A  closa re- 
lative of the 
Loranthus is vory abundant in tho 
Colony, {t parasitises a variety of 
trees but {s most easily seen on de- 
clduous trees such as Celtts chinensis 
for Loranthus is an evergreen. 
Celtis is that large tree, 80 common 
in Hong Kong, which at this season 
of the year fa-Josing its leaves, first 
they change to yellow and then they 
drop off; almost do they remind one 
of beech or elm trees in England in 
Autumn. The local substitute for 
mistletoe ts a climbing shrubby 
plant called Psychotria Serpena; it 
belongs to the Coffeo family but the 
whitg berrics borne in clusters 
somewhat resomble those of 4 
Mistletoc. There is a shrub, vory 
common on the Penk Road, with 
masses of crenm coloured or yellow 
berries called Macaa Sinensia which

BRIDGE NOTES. _ 


‘THE ART OF FINESSE. 


‘BY JOHN 


There are threa atages In the 
evolution of a Bridge player so far 
as fincssing is concerned. 

During the first period, he never 
flnesses. During the second, he nover 
does ‘anything clse. When he {s a 
finished player, ho only finesses 
whon there 1a nothing better to do. 

But stil! the finesse is an aspect 
of Bridge which repays study,. ca- 
pectally on the part of those who 
have not yet learnt by experience 
how certain constantly recurring 
problems should be handled, 


There aro o number of situations 
in which the seasoned card player 
will do the right thing automatl- 
cally, whoroas the novice, puzzled 
as to what Ja tho right line of plny, 
has to stop and think the thing out, 
and, in the excitement of the mo- 
ment, or because he docs not ko 
to keep the table walting, thinks it 
out wrongly. The majority of 
theao situations Involve a decision 
ap to what is—In the broad sense 
of tho term—the taking of a finesse. 

What, then, ia 2 finesse? Curlous- 
ly, while everyone has a fairly ac- 
curate notion of what constitutes a 
finesse, hardly anyone can define 
it intelligibly. I invite the reader 
to ask the next three players with 
whom he sits down, to do s0. , He 
will be fortunate if he gets from 
any ‘of them an answer that really 
“holds water.” ‘In one popular 
text-book, some four or five defini. 
tions of a finesse nre brought ta: 
gether atid none of them is really 
gatisfactory, None of them, that 
is, would emabla a document in 
which the term “finesse” was,mad¢e 
use of to be satisfactorily construe 
ed in a court of law, 


After passing these atrictures, ft 
{s “up to me" to offer a satisfactory 
definition myself, and here it 1s, 
for the acceptance, or criticism, of 
my readers. To fincase {a to play 
to a trick on the assumption that 4 
particular card (the card “Anessed 


‘against”) ia in particular hand, the 


assumption made being that which, 
on a balance of probabilitios, is 
moro likely than any other to work 


“tout advantageously, 


‘ This sounds cumbersonic,. but I 
do not think that the’ idea of A 
finesse can be correctly expressed 
in fewer words, Why do I stresn 
the importance of this definition? 
For this reason—that it is only by 
thinking out exactly what a finesse 
fs that one can learn to appreciate 
one of the fundamental principles 
of play. ‘ 
Tho esientisl’ thing about a 
finease is the making of an assump- 
tion. To take, for oxample, the. 
aimplest case—where tho declarot 
has the Ace, Queen of a suit in 
Dummy, and hus ‘no information ns 
to which of the odversarics holds 
the King—the finesae—i.e., the lead 
from his own hand up to Dumny 
and tho play. of the Queen if: the 
second player does not put up the 
King—is based on the assumption 
that the King. is in the. second 
player's hand. ‘If this assumption 
be correct, 4 trick is gained by the 


finesse; if the assumption be not): 


correct, nothing ia lost—save in the 
one case where the fourth player 
holds the King single. On balance, 
therefore, and . in the absence of

othor factors which may properly 
effect the declarer’s link of play, to

‘Two generalizations are ‘worth 
bearing In mind. ; 

(1) Usually, the finesse involves 
the handling of 9 tenace ic, «of 
the firat .and third cards of a 
sequence (the card finossed against 
being the Intermediate one). The 
moat common fincsso {a the finvsse 
againat the King, where tho player 
finesaing holda Ace snd Qucen, an 
in the illustration jast given. 

(2) All finesse involve considorn+ 
tiona-of-probability—some of them 
quite easy to grasp, somo of them 
so complicated that only koowledge 
and experience can cnsure their 
proper appHeation. They cannot 
conceivably be worked out during 
the play of:a hand. | u 

The simplest case of a8 finesse, 
then is where the Acoand Queon 
of a suit are in one hand and the 
position of the King Is unknown. 
This is often confused, in the minds 
of beginners, with a quite different, 
situation, viz, where the declarer 
(say) haa the Queen of a sult in 
his own hand and the Aco in Dum- 
my. The novice frequently makes 
the mistake, {in this position, of 
playing out his Queen and “run+ 
ning” it if it ia not covered by the 
King—under the impreesion that in 
so doing he is taking a finesse, 


What, in fact, he {a ‘doing, of 
course, is precisely tho reverse. He 
is throwing away his only chance of 
making both Queen and Ace, For 
ifthe King is on hia left, the Queen 
will be covered, and both his 
potential winners must be played 
to the one trick. If tho King fs on 
his right, the, Queen will, fall to it. 
The, only chance of making two 
tricks, thercforo, {8 to aagume that 
the King is on the .declarer’s right, 
and lead up to the Queen from 
Dummy, To moke’this assumption 
and act upon it is to take a finesse 
in. the proper sense of the term— 
to take, indeed, exactly the samo 
fincase ag ono takes when one lends 
up to an-Ace, Queen; yet it fa ex- 
traordinary how long it takes some 
playera to, grasp this clementary 
point. : ne 

To conclude, let me set out o hand 
which well illustrates the poasibi- 
lities of the finesse.’ <
